The Spaniards opened fire from the thick brush and had every 


advantage of numbers and position, but the troops drove them back from the start, stormed the block — 


house around which they made the final stand and sent them scattering over the mountains. 


The cavalrymen were afterwards re-enforced by the Seventh, Twelfth and Seventeenth Infantry, part of the Ninth Cavalry, the 
Second [lassachusetts and the Seventy-First New York. The Americans now hold the position at the threshold of Santiago de Cuba with 


more troops going forward constantly, and they are preparing for a final assault upon the city.

ONE MAN ON THE TEXAS KILLED. 


Shell from Spanish Gun Takes Ons 
Life and Wounds Eight Seamen. 
Playa Del Este, Guantanamo Bay, Thurs- 
day, June 23, 3 p. m.—While shelling the 
batteries of Santiago de Cuba yesterday 
the battleship Texas was struck by a six- 
Inch shell which passed through her port 
side, killing F. O. Blekeley, an apprentice, 
and wounding eight others.

bor and was shelling’ the woods, 

A Spanish battery on the hill west of 
the harbor opened on the warship and for 
three hours there was a lively exchange 
of shots. The Spaniarfs shot wild, but 
the last shell struck the Texas just above 
the gun deck and exploded. Blakeley, who 
was standing directly in the path of the 
shell, was cut all to pleces and eight of 
his companions wounded at the same time. 

The remains of Blakeley were buried at 
sea Off Santiago de Cuba soon after the 
battle. Of the eight mthers who were 
wounded by the shell that killea Blakeley, 
four have been brought here and placed 
on the hospita} ship, Solace. The other men 
will remain on the Texas. The battleship 
was not seriously damaged by the shell.

Off Juraguva, Provinces of Santiago de 
Cuba. Thursday Night. June 23. via Port 
Antonio, Jamaica, Friday, June 24, 7 a. m.— 
The advance of the American army has 
teached the edge of the tableland in which 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba lies. Here, 
seven miles from Morro castle, as the crow 
flies, the main body of the troops has united 
and the Spaniards are in full retreat toward 
Santiago de Cuba. 

They may attempt a surprise, but a 
decisive engagement is not expected 
for several days. 

General Lawton’s brigade, which rested 
last night at Demajayano, four miles west 
of Baiquiri, resumed its march at daylight. 
Before noon his brigaue, consisting of the 
Twenty-second infantry, the First infantry, 
the Second Massachusetts volunteers with 
companies of the Eighth cavalry, half of 
the Fourth cavalry and several companies 
of the Twenty-fifth colored infantry, oc. 
cupied Juragua, five miles beyond, and the 
American flag was hoisted there. 

Cuban Skirmishers in Advance. 

The Spaniards retirea before the advance, 
which was covered by Cuban skirmishers, 
burning the ‘block houses as they went.

Dynamite Gun Is Sent Forward. 

General Bates; with the reserve of the 
Twentieth infantry and Colonel Wood’s 
rough riders, dismounsed, with a dynamite 
gun, hurried forward from Baiquiri at 3 
o’clock, proceeding by forced marches. 

When the couriers brought the news that 
Juragua had been occupied the troopships 
which had not disembarked their troops, 
Steamed to Juragua with the view of land- 
ing them there, but the heavy sea beating 
on the beach made it impossible to get the 
boats through the surf. Dispatches of Gen- 
eral Linares which have been captured in- 
dicated that the Spaniards were ordered to 
retreat toward Santiago de Cuba. The Cu- 
bans expect the first stand to be made at 
Savilla and they have proved good prophets 
in the past. 

General Lawton’s men are badly 
fagged by forced marches and the in- 
tense heat. Their rations are almost 
exhausted. They started with three 
days’ supplies and further food could 
not be landed today.

The 
Spantards, to attack our troops, must make 
a forced march through an almost im- 
penetrable undergrowth. 

There were only two casualties during 
the landing of the troops at Baiquiri. Cor- 
poral Cobb and Private English, of troop 
D, Tenth cavalry, colored, fell between a 
lighter and the pier. Captain ‘O'Neill, of 
Wood’s Rough Riders, plunged into the 
sea at the risk of his life, but the men 
were crushed before he reached them. 
O’Neill was a former mayor of Tucson, 
Ariz. Several horses and mules were 
drowned while swimming ashore through 
the surf. General Garf¢ia’s army of 4,000 
men is to be conveyed by transports from 
Aquerderros and, landing at Baiquiri to- 
morrow, will join the 1,200 men under Gen- 


eral Castillo and to co-operate with the 
American troops. The movement today 
almost amounts to a change of base.

Ex-Po]iceman in Washington Commits 


Wiérder Before a Big Crowd. 

Washington, June 24.—In proad daylight 
and in the presence of a ‘hundred people a 
murder. fiendish in its atrocity, was com- 
mitted in one of Washington’s public parks 
this evening. 

George W. Horton, an ex-member of the 
Washington police force, and Jane Nichol- 
son, a divorced woman, were sitting, about 
7 o’clock, on a bench in Armory square, at 
Four-and-a-Half street and Missouri ave- 

ue, 

The woman announced to Horton that she 
proposed no longer to sustain ther relations 
with him, when he drew a pocket knife and 
slashed her across the throat. Her screams 
attracted scores of people. Horton con- 
tinued to slash the woman with the Knife 
until she fell to the ground. 

Every one of the hundred or more per- 
sons who were witnesses of the fearful 
tragedy was so paralyzed with horror that 
the murderer proceeded without interfer- 
ence until he had almost severed the head 
from the body. The cries of the spectators 
drew the police and Horton was arrested 
without resistance standing over the body 
of his victim. At the station house he 
calmly admitted this deed and expressed 
little regret.

THEY MAKE A NIGHT OF IT| 


Some Companies Had as Few as Seven 
Men Left in Camp. 


THE GUARD MOUNT HALF ATTENDED 


Details of Soldiers Are Unable to 
Round Up the Offenders and Ma- 
rines Have To Be Called. 


Mobile, Ala., June 24.—It was a lively time 
at Mobile last night and today. Three or 
four hundred of the Texas, Louisiana’ and 
Alabama volunteers just having. been paid 
off, slipped through the camp lines and 
came to town, where they made a night 
of it. 

At roll call this morning some of the 
companies did not have more than seven 
men. At the guard mount, of seventeen 
hundred men that should have been in line 
there was not half that number, there be- 
ing a strong provost guard out searching 
for the absentees. 

All the streets down town were patrolled 
and men absent without leave were picked 
up on every corner. Some resisted and the 
strength of ten men could hardly hold 
them. Finally the number under arrest be- 
came so large that the guard could not 
hold them, so they were all placed in an 
old icehouse on Conti and Commerce 
streets, where they raised such a row that 
a detail of marines were sent for from the 
auxiliary cruiser Powhattan, who, under 
the command of Lieutenant Russell, put 
the leaders of the disturbance in irons. 

later the prisoners pulled up tihe brick 
pavement in the house and discharged 
bricks through the windows into the crowd 
of curious citizens standing in the street 
outside. It is reported that several per- 
sons were hurt. Some hundred or more of 
the prisoners were pretty badly bruised up 
by fighting among themselves. 

One private named John Dumas, of the 
First Alabama volunteers, thrust his hands 
through a window pane in the icehouse and 
severed an artery. Medical attention was 
given him, 

All the afternoon the prisoners were sent 
out to camp in squads under strong guard, 
the most badly used up of the men being 
carried in army wagons, the others walk- 
ing. 

Tonight many men are still dodging the 
provost guard, but by morning it is thought 
they all will be returned to camp. 

The First Alabama volunteers got away 
for Miami at 3 o’clock. There was another 
distribution of luncheon by the ladies of 
Mobile, which pleased the boys very much. 
This afternoon at the camp of the Second 
Alabama volunteers the young women of 
Mobile presented to the regiment a stand 
of colors. Miss Amante Semmes, a grand- 
daughter of the late Admiral Raphael 
Semmes, made the presentation speech. 
The women of Mobile presented to the same 
regiment this afternoon a full set of in- 
struments for the band. 

Ww. Cc. Leslie, of Bonham, a member of 
the First Texas volunteers, died this after- 
noon. Typhoid fever was the cause. The

How the Trust Was Fulfilled. 

They held’ their highest duty to be the 
nomination itself. That was a duty trans- 
cending all others, and upholding democ- 
racy. They claimed, under their second in- 
structions, that Cobb county should name 
the man, and this claim was not disputed 
upon the floor of the convention. When 
the third and merely individual part of the 
contest came up, that there was only one 
man in Cobb county fit to be senator, 
there came up a prolonged deadloék. Nev- 
ertheless Messrs. Dobbs and Glover stood 
by this merely personal part of their duty 
until over 3,000 ballots had been cast, un- 
til it became evident that the claims of 
mere personalism were about. to interfere 
with the privilege of Cobb county. and to 
endanger the cause of democracy. When 
this extreme limit had been reached, when 
they had stood by Mr. Moziey until the 
sacrifice of democracy itself was imminent, 
they felt that -they had a higher duty to 
perform than sinking with one man. The 
name of Hon. R. T. Nesbitt, a distinguish- 
ed and honored citizen of Cobb county, 
having been presented, he being a demo- 
crat of tried character and prtateie. 
Messrs. Dobbs and Glover felt that in ac- 
cepting him they were not only doing their 
duty to democracy by giving ita candidate, 
but to Cobb county as well, by securing 
the candidacy for one of her own citizens. 

Independentism Is Threatened. 

The action of the Cobh county committee, 

therefore, introduces independentism into 


the district. By interfering with the mem- 


bership of the district convention it breaks 
up that body, because if it Is recalled in 
meeting it must consist of its original mem- 
bers, unless th@y voluntarily get out of the 
way, and it bids deflance to the action of 
organized democracy. The friends .of 
Messrs. Glovet and Dobbs certainly feel 
grieved at the action of the committee in 
summarily reading them out of the district 
convention. 


There is a good deal or talk about the ro-° 


tation rule. When the principle of rotation 
was introduced into the selection of state 
senators it was hardly intended that in 
every electlon the voters of two counties 
should be completely  disfranchised. The 
idea was that the residence of the senator 
should alternate, but it was never dreamed 
for a moment that one county should insist 
upon the sole right of naming the man, 
thus foreing the other two counties to be- 
come mere dummies upon the political 
stage. Machine politics had a good deal to 
do with bringing about that change in 
some sections of the state, which looked at 
the disfranchisement of the counties which 
did not have the right to present a candi- 
date from among their own number. It 
was, in fact, the resort of a small man who, 
knowing that be could not carry the dis- 
trict, felt that he mignt Pe able to carry 
the narrower precinct of one county and 
thus force himself upon the other partners 
to the district convention. Viewed in this 
light there are many Who think that the 
present status is one which wil) have »ene- 
ficial results. It wilt, while allowing the 
candidacy for the senate to rotate between 
the counties, nevertheless compel that can- 
didate te be a man strong enough and big 
enough to appeal to the whole district, in- 
stead of to one county. 

Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, the regular nomi- 
nee of the democratic district convention, is 
receiving many appeals urging him.to hold 
aloft the banner of the party. It is pointed 
out that since @emocracy has placed the 
duty upon his shoulders he cannot sur- 


‘render the fight to party irregularity or to 


independentism. What he wi!!l do remains 
to be seen, but it is hard to see any other 
duty than acceptance open to him.

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SAUCY 70 SENATORS 


Told Them He Had Deceived Them ud 
Got His Fee. 


LAUGHED IN THEIR FACES 


In Fact, Told the Senators It' Was 
None of Their Business. 


CHURCH EXONERATED IN THE MATTER 


Examination of Barbee Was Read and 
Showed That He Knew of the Con- 
tract with Stahlman. 


Washington, June 24.—(Special.)—Major 
Stahiman acknowiedges the soft impeach- 
ment, and with a smile as bland as ever lit 
up the features of Bosg Tweed, asks the 
senate: “What unre you going to do about 
it? The major has his $100,000 in his in- 
Side pocket. He told the senate committee 
on claims so today. He acknowledged that 
he had deceived, and had meant to deceive, 
and he thought it Wags none of the senators’ 
business, 

As for Messrs. Barbee & Smith, they were 
inclined to be more evasive and tried to 
hide behind technicalities in the wording of 
telegrams, 

The committee will bring in a report 
Which is a scathing criticism of all three of 
the gentlemen. It will, however, exonerate 
the church, as a whole, from any part in 
the deceit practiced upon the senate in 
connection with that $288.000 claim. 

The committee on claims, of which Sena- 
tor Teller is chairman, devoted the day to 
an investigation of the charge that Messrs. 
Barbee, Smith and Stahiman, of Nashville, 
had deliberately deceived the senators, and 
especially this committee, when the bill in 
which they were interested was before it. 
The sessions of the committee were be- 
hind closed doors and the details of what 
occurred are kept from the public. But it 
is known that the report. when made, will 
strongly condemn Barbee, Smith and Stahl- 
man, though at the same time showing that 
the other officials of the church are blame- 
less. 

The three gentlemen were examined by 
the committee and euch was put through a 
rigid cross-examination in which all of the 
members of the committee took part. Rey, 
Dr. Barbee, who, it will be recollected, had, 
when the bill was before the senate and 
the question whether there was any lobby 
fee in it had been raised, telegraphed 
Senator Bate and other senators, authoriz- 
ing them to give denial to the report, was 
put through & most searching examination, 
which showed up the whole transaction. 
This man is a minister and has always 
Stood high in the councils of the church. 
He acknowledged today that at the time he 
sent that telegram there was a contract be- 
tween the book company and Stahlman. 
and the only defense he attempted to make 
was that the contract aid not call for 40 per 
cent, 23 Was suggested by the telegram 


. Senator Bate sent, but was for another 


amount. He squared his conscience by' this 
technical evasion. The examination of Ma- 
jor Stahiman was perhaps the most in- 
teregiing part of the committee’s work. The 
maJjér’s activity in favor of this bili caused 
suspicion, but he explained it by saying 
that his wife was an ardent worker for 
the church and he was interested for her 
sake. All the time he had in his inside 
pocket a contract by which, in return for 
securing the passage or the bill, he was to 
receive something over $100,000. He admit- 
ted this today. He admitted having wilful- 
ly deceived the senators who questioned 
him on the subject. He claimed that he had 
nut told a deliberate lie, however, as the 
questions asked him were whether he had 
a contract with these book agents, while as 
a matter of fact his contract was with the 
book committee. He claimed that all this 
was his own bustfness and that it was a 
matter with which the senators had nothing 
to do. . 

The committee has not completed its re- 
port as yet, but members of it state that it 
will show the facts to be particularly black 
so far as Barbee & Smith are concerned. 
They were recognized as ministers acting 
for the church and yet intentionally and 
wilfully deceived. The same report will be 
made with regard to Major Stahiman. Of 
course this is bound to lead to action on 
the part of the church. Whether, as has 
been urged, the money in hand will be re- 
turned to the treusutyw of the United States 
and an effort mude to get Major Stahlman 
to refund what has been paid him is a 


matter for the future to develop. li seems 
to be up to the church.

THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 


In Regard to Central Railroad’s U2n- 
tract with Armour Company. 


SEVERELY CRITICIZE THE RAILROAD COMPANY 


Appointment of Committee to Select 
Man to Represent Georgia Fruit 
Growers in Chicago. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., Jume 24.-The convention of fruit 
growers, which has been in session in Mar 
cont has adjourned and all the growers 
have left the city except two or three. The 
object of th’s convention was to protest 
against the position of the Central railroad 
in making an exclusive contract for re- 
frigerator cars with the Armour Packing 
Company. The fruit men were quite severe 
in their criticism of the Central railroad. 
The principal speakers were President John 
D. Cunningham, Colonel John M. Stubbs 
and Colomel Marshall J. Hatcher. 

The following resolutions were adopted: , 

‘“‘Whereas, the Central railroad has en- 
tered into an exclusive contract with the 
Armour car line and propeses to force the 
routing of our fruit shipments, and, 

‘‘Whereas, after repeated and persistent 
effort, we ‘have been unable to get the au- 
thorities of the Central railroad to meet us 
and discuss the vital questions at issue, 


r be it, 


‘Resolved, That a standing committee of 
three be appointed and given plenary pow- 
ers to act for the Georgia fruit growers 
on all questions of transportation. We ap- 
peal to every fruit grower of the state 
not to allow themselves to Be influenced 
by the misrepresentations of the employees 
of any railroad or refrigerating companies 
as tu their legal and moral right to use any 
refrigerator car they may desire and to 
route their shipments over any line they 
deem best. We understand that represen- 
tations are made as to the Inability of any 
other company except the Armour line to 
furnish the growers with cars cr ice. After 
careful investigation, we find that at least 
the California Fruit Transportation Com- 
pany is fully prepared to furnish you both 
cars and ice upon your direct order. Should 
the Central or any other railway refuse to 
handie any cars you may select or route 
your shipment as you direct, we urge chat 
you at once notify said committee, who, 
with your backing, will Institute the proper 
legal proceedings necessary to defeat this 
monstrous and illega! effort to extort thous- 
ands of dollars of your money by defeating 
competition. 

“So far as freight rates are concerned, we 
regret to say that we have been unable to 
get a hearing before the rate committee of 
the Southeastern Freight Association be- 
fore the 12th of July, and that in our opin- 
lon the railroads. are fully determined to 
enforce the present exorbitant rates, regarda- 
less:of whether the fruit industry of Geor- 
gia is crushed or not. We recommend that 
said transportation committee prepare and 
Submit to the railroads interested a writ- 
ten argument setting forth the grounds 
of our request tor a reduction of freight 
rates, and that said argument be also given 
to the press.’’

imprisonment for life. The priscn board 
says that Flanagan may be able to get 
another trial, and tt does not propose to 
hear his petition until there are no further 
steps to be taken in the courts. 

Fianagan had been sentenced to hang 
yesterday, but the motion for a-new trial 
got him a stay. Mr. Dan Rountreg and 
Mr George Spence appeared before the 
prison board and asked that body to hear 
argument on the application for a commu- 
tetion. 

At the very outset Judge Turner stated 
that the board was not disposed to hear 
the case. Mr. Rowntree requested an op- 
portunity to urge upon the commission 
some reasons why it should hear argument. 
He went on to say that the case had been 
tried three times and that Flanagan had 
been convictea@ of murder each fime, but 
twice he had been granted new trials. The 
counsel recognized that it was a -hard 
proposition to undertake to prove to a jury 
that paranoia is sufficient excuse to war- 
rant a verdict of acquittal or anything less 
than murder in this case. 

The judge who heard the case is a firm 
and impartial officer, said Mr. Rountree. 
He has given the criminal courts an admin- 
istration which has attracted attention to 
him all over the state. This judge could 
not do anything under the law but sen- 
tence the defendant to death on every con. 
viction, but now Judge Candler says that 
he believes Flanagan’s mind jis afflicted 
with a disease which shoulqd exempt him 
from capital punishment at this time. If 
another’ convictior follows the effort to get 
a new trial, the pardon board must hear 
from Flanagan and pronounce him insane 
and irresponsible now, if not at the time of 
the double tragedy. The case will keep 
oscillating from court to court until com- 
mutation is granted, because the courts 
realize that the man is not suffictently clear 
in mind to send to the gallows. 

‘Mr. Spence, who Nas been associated in 
this case from its inception, stated that 
there is no question about Flanagan’s irre- 
sponsibility. He asked the commission to 
take up the case and examine it even cas. 
ually, promising that -convincing proof 
would be found of -Flanagan’s irresponsi- 
ble mental condition. 

The prisoner's whole life bears evidence 
of mental disease, said his counsel. He 
inherite@ the taint. His mother'was insane 
before he was born. A sister went insane 
when she was fourteen years old. There 
were other instances in the family. Flana- 
gan himself was degenerate. His letters 
showed the progress which the disease had 
made and his conversation and conduct 
for months prior to the tragedies left no 
doubt about his condition. 

After hearing from both the attorneys, 
the commission unanimously decided not 
to hear argument for a commutation of 
sentence so long as a trial Or motion fora 
new trial was pending. In making the an- 
nouncement Judge J. S. Turner, chairman 
of the commission, said: 

“It appears from the record in this case 
that the defendant has filed a motion for 
a new trial, which is still pending and un- 
determined, and it is stated thut in the 
event commutation is recommended the 
motion will be dismissed. 

“The prison commission declines to con- 
sider this application upon its merits, and 
will neither recommend nor refuse to rec- 
ommend clemency aS long as the sentence 
of the court is being held in abeyance by 
legal process, When the defendant has ex- 
hausted his legal rights before the courts 
ang there has been a final judicial deter- 
mination of his case, upon proper presenta. 
tion his claims to executive clemency wiil 
be considered.’’ 

General C. A. Evans and Mr. Beach con- 
curred fully in this decision. Afterwards 
it was stated that if the commission shouid 
set a precedenr of opening cases while they 
are yet pending in the courts they would be 
constantly applieq to. There is no legal 
reason why the commission should not hear 
an application for pardon or commutation, 
it seems, but it would not be good practice 
to begin to do it, the commissioners say.

- Revolutionary Action. 

The Constitution is amazed at the ac. 
tion of the Cobb county executive com- 
mittee in formally announcing that it 
will repudiate the nomination of the sen- 
atorial district convention in the event 
that any other candidate is presented 
than the one who was offered in the 
Cobb county primary—Mr. Mozley. 

The senatorial convention, by the vote 
of the Fulton delegation and also of 
delegates from both Cobb and Clayton 
counties, has tendered the nomination to 
Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, and if Colonel 
Nesbitt accepts, he will be elected by 
an overwhelming majority. The ac- 
tion of the Cobb county committee is 
revolutionary in the extreme. and if tol- 
erated by the democrats of the district 
would put a premium on independentism 
in the district. 

The delegates from Cobb county vot- 
ed for Mr. Moseley more than three 
thousand times. He was not acceptable 
to a majority of the convention, and in 
the interest of party harmony, half of 
the Cobb county delegates joined with 
delegates from Clayton and those from 
Fulton in solving the deadlock by ten- 
dering the nomination to Colonel] Nes- 
bitt. The attack made by the Cobb 
county committee on the two well-known 
and deserving democrats who held their

Where Authority Rests. 


The Jackson (Ga.) Argus prints the 
following, which, as it suggests com- 
ment, we reproduce: : | 


Fourteen counties took action on the 6th 
instant on candidates for supreme court 
judgeships. Butts was among this number. 

The Atlanta Constitution of the th in- 
stant intimates that the action may be an- 
nulled by the state democratic executive 
commitiee, on the groung that it was con- 
trary to orders. given by that body. 

If this intimation is official it deserves at- 
tention, and if The Atlanta Constitution is 
not able to speak for the committee we 
would like to know who is. If tha state 
committee undertakes to set the action of 
Butts county aside at the suggestion of Tne 
Constitution it will exhibit a reekless re- 
gard for the welfare of the party hers. 
The Argus has not ha@ any adverse criti- 
cism for the state committe® up to this 
time, though we have not approved fully 
{ts actions. Others Mave been silent in 
order to foster harmony, and row if this 
silence is mistaken as a confession that all 


‘wisdom and authority. jis ¢entered in a bare 


majority ef the committee, who have a 
right to run the counties to suit them- 
selves, they will develcp discord and bit- 
terness in the party. The committee should 
have no friends to reward and no enemies 
to punish inside the party ranks. 

In the first place, ‘The Constitution 
has never intimated that the state dem- 
ocratic committee was likely to annul 
any primary election held by the people. 
Such an intimation would be absurd, 
even if the committee had the power to 
annul the action of the counties which 
included the supreme court judges in 
the gubernatorial primary; but the com- 
mittee has no such power. All that it 
ean do in such matters is to provide 
rules and regulations for the holding of 
primaries and to fix a convenient date 
so that all the counties may act together 
on a given day, in accordance with the 
desires of the people as expressed 
through a state convention. The au- 
thority lies, not in the state executive 
committee, but in the democratic state 
convention representing the voters of 
the party. 

When the question of separating the 
governor’s” primary from that of the 
supreme cotrt judges was up before the 
state committee The Constitution was 
in favor of separate primaries. We ex- 
pressed the belief before the recent su- 
preme court primary that we were now 
convineed that it*»was a mistake to hold 
these primaries on different dates; not 
a serious mistake, but a simple error of 
judgment. The theory was that the 
supreme court primaries should be kept 
apart from any struggle between politi- 
cal candidates; but the factisthat the 
people themselves are entirely capable 
of making at the polls the distinction 
which the state committee tried to make 
by séparating the primaries, 


Nevertheless, we see no reason why | 


any county committee should undertake 
to go contrary to the rules ane recom- 
mendations of the state committee as 
to uniform action. While those who ig- 
nored the recommendations of the com- 
mittee have done no harm, they have 
betrayed avery unwise and unnecessary 
desire to run contrary to the will and 
purpose of the democratic party as ex- 
pressed through its state conventions, 
and overwhelmingly confirmed in the 
recent governor’s primary, ‘when tife 
democratic voters of Georgia practically 
turned out in a body to nominate a 
candidate for governor. No party reform 
ever inaugurated in thf or in any other 
state ever had a more substantial, a 
more unanimous indorsement than this. 

Our friend of The Argus will not be 
under the necessity of criticising the 
state committee, for that body has neith- 
er desire nor authoriiy to administer a 
rebuke to those who, without reason or 
excuse, have placed themselves in the 
unseemly attitude of contributing their 
mite to the promotion of party discord. 
Whatever is said or done about the mat- 
ter will have to originate with the mem- 
bers of the two state conventions shortly 
to meet, who come directly from the 
neople. 

While no harm has been done, and while 
we are now of the opinion that the two 
primaries should have been held on the 


same day, nevertheless the spectacle of | 
“a few county committees holding. back 
ng to conform to the rules and : 


and re 
recommendations of the staté commit- 
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tees is neither wholesome nor profitable. 
It is a matter that will undoubtedly at- 
tract the attention of one or both of the 
conventions shortly to be held: and 
these conventions should act on it, not 
for the purpose of discrediting 
or condemning the recalcitrant coun- 
ty gommittees, but in order . to 
complete and round out, ‘ana 
fix {permanently in the  consti- 
tution of the democratic party of Geor- 
gia this, the most signal, the most sig- 
nificant, the most far-reaching and the 
most important internal reform ever un- 
dertaken by any political body in this 
country. 

20th these conventions, coming direct 
from the people, and themselves the first 
*products of this reform, should be for- 
ward in fastening it’ upon the party, 
and in impressing upon democratic au- 
thorities in every nook-and corner of 
the state the necessity of uniform pri- 
maries at every polling place and pre- 
cinct in the state, these primaries to be 
held on the same day. And the first of 
these conventions should give to the 
state committee the authority to provide 
uniform blanket ballots containing the 
names of all the candidates for a party 
nomination, so that each voter may have 
the opportunity to choose between them. 
Those who make themselves conspicu- 
ous in behalf of this reform will not be 
forgotten by the people. 

In conclusion we will say to our 
friend of The Argus that it is idle to 
try to identify The Constitution as the 
Official organ of anything or anybody. 
It is, perhaps, a compliment to be told 
that The Constitution speaks for the 
state committee. But The Constitution 
speaks for the committee only to the 
extent that the committee represents the 
democratic party; and it speaks for the 
democratic party only in so far as the 
organization represents the people. The 
Constitution earnestly strives to be the 
organ of the people. It trusts the peo- 
ple entirely; it trusts them even when 
it thinks they are wrong, for they are 
sure to be right in the end. 

Trusting the people, and _ believing 
fully in their capacity to decide all ques- 
tions for themselves—questions of policy 
as well as questions of candidates—The 
Constitution is in favor of referring to 
them the issues of party as well as the 
interests of individuals.

Mrs. Atkinson’s Suggestion. 

Since the movement recently under- 
taken by the young ladies of Ailanta to 
raise special funds for the relief of the 
Atlanta boys at the front has accom- 
plished guch handsome results, there is 
ground to believe that equal success will 
attend the practical and timely sugges- 
tion of Mrs. Governor W. Y. Atkinson, 
which appears in detail elsewhere, to 
form the various local associations of the 
state into one effective state organiza- 
tion. 

This suggestion is eminently wise. 
Without affecting the individuality of 
the various local associations, it merely 
contemplates the union of these associa- 
tions’ into one body for the purpose of 
securing uniform, harmonious and co- 
operative work. In every branch of enter- 
prise experience has shown that concen- 
tration of effort is essential to the highest 
measure of success, and this is what the 
suggestion of Mrs. Atkinson seeks to 
accomplish. In order to facilitate mat- 
ters Mrs. Atkinson has appointed eleven 
ladies, one from each congressional dis- 
trict in the state, to act as vice presi- 
dents of the state organization. anda 
has. furthermore, invited all ladies in- 
terested in the cause of raising emer- 
gency funds supplementary to those of 
the government for the relief of the 
Georgia boys at the front to meet at 
the executive mansion at 4 o’clock on 
June 26th, next. 

On account of the spirit of practical 
patriotism which the suggestion of Mrs. 
Atkinson embodies, it is to be hoped 
that it will meet with wide favor.

A Broad-Minded Suggestion. 

Mr. Thomas’ S&S. Townsend, of New 
York, writes a communication to The 
New York Tribune bearing upon the 
proposed return of the confederate regi- 
mental battleflags captured by the union 
army during the late war. 

Since the outbreak of the present war 
with Spain, the disposition to return to 
the south the old confederate trophies 
taken in the sixties has become wide- 
spread throughout the north. What in- 
tensifies this.sentiment is the fact that 
not one single note of discord has dis- 
turbed the perfect harmony of feeling 
which the suggestion to return these 
trophies has evoked from the old union 
soldiers. But Mr. Townsend goes even 
further, While he commends in the 
most cordial terms the spirit of the 
suggestion, he opposes its letter on the 
ground that it would be much better 
at this time to. gather the captured bat- 
tleflags of both armies for the purpose 
of displaying them at some convenient 
place in Washington, D. C., under the 
auspices of the government. He pro- 
ceeds upon the idea that the great strug- 
gle which was fought between the sec- 
tions thirty-odd years ago was fought in 
exhibition of that rigid fidelity to prin- 
ciple which characterized both sections, 
and he. contends that the lessons of 
American patriotism may be illustrated 
as effectively in the folds of the cap- 
tured confederate battieflags as in the 
folds of the captured union battleflags 
Mr. Townsend candidly admits that if 
the south was to blame for endeavoring 
to uphold the institution of slavery, the 
north was equally to blame for engagi == 
in the traffic which made that institu- 
tion possible.- But. without dwelling 
upon the causes of the war, Mr. Town- 
send.makes the point that i served to 
emphasize the heroism of Americans, 
regardless of the side upon which they 
fought. “If we are to be in the future 
a really united country,” says this 
broad-minded commentator, “we must 
adopt a more patriotic view in recalling 
‘the events of the war than we have 
heretofore taken. The north must de 
homage to the heroes of the south; the 
south must admit and emphasize 
the bravery of those who fought 
against them.” There 23 logic 
as well as patriotism in this 
advice, Both sections of the coun- 
try in the late war were actuated by

both henestly differed for years prior to 
the final clash of arms: and such being 
the case, they are both entitled to the 
admiring homage of the whole Ameri- 
ean people. _.

What Every Schoolboy Knows. 

If there is one fact of American his- 
tory about which there ought to be ab- 
solutely no dispute, it ig the fact that 
the first steamboat to cross the Atlantic 
ocean sailed from Savannah, Ga., on 
July 15, 1819. 

Yet, strange to say, some irrepressi- 
ble wiseacre comes to the front with 
each issue of the almanac, maintaining 
in utter ignorance of the well authenti- 
cated records that the first steamboat 
to cross the Atlantic ocean sailed at 
some other time from some other place. 
Apropos, Mr. George H. Hansell, of New 
York, has recently gfven out the alleged 
information through the columns of The 
New York World, that the first steam- 
boat to cross the Atlantic ocean sailed 
from some northern seaport in 1835, and 
that the name of this vessel was the 
Sirius. We are glad to note the promp- 
titude with which The New York World 
has corrected, this ridiculous mistake, 
and we sincerely trust that Mr. Hansell 
will be taught by the rebuke which he 
has suffered to carefully revise his state- 
ments before he again undertakes to 
deal with the facts of American history. 

While on this subject it might not 
be amiss to refer briefiy to the circum- 
stances connected with the trip of the 
first steamboat to-cross the Atlantic 
ocean. The name of this pioneer ves- 
sel was the Savannah in honor of the 
seaport from which it sailed. Instead 
of crossing the ocean directly, the Sa- 
vannah first sailed to New York, pro- 
ceeding thence without interruption upon 
its voyage to Liverpool. On nearing 
the Irish coast it was mistaken by the 
inhabitants of that quarter for some su. 
pernatural manifestation, being wholly 
devoid of sails and altogether different 
from anything which they had ever be- 
fore seen. In due season the vessel] 
reached its destination at Liverpoo} 
amid the loud hurrahs of the astonished 
multitude assembled, at the pier. Such, 
in the merest outline, is the story of the 
first steamboat to cross the Atlantic 
ocean. 

In pointing out the absurd error made 
by Mr. Hansell, The ‘New York World 
reminds that individual that steam nav- 
igation upon the Atlantic had been suc- 
cessfully in. vogue for more than sixteen 
vears at the time when the Sirius was 
alleged to have opened the way for that

it upon the Atlantic, Captain Johnson 
had received the handsome sum of £10,- 
000 for successfully rounding the Cape 
of Good Hope en route from England 
to India on a steamboat. Mr. Hansel} 
is certainly entitled to head the list of 
wiseacres fiom whom there is little 
concealed either in the heavens above, in 
the earth beneath, or in the waters un-

First Regiment Band Visits Camp 
of the Michiganders, 


THEY HAVE A GOOD TIME 


Northera Bands Had Been Forbidden To 
Play Alrs 


SOUTHERNERS MIGHT TAKE AS OFFENSE 


Colonel Lawton, Hearing of It, Had 
His Band to Play “Marching 
Through Georgia’ to Show 
That Sectionalism Does 
Not Prevail. 


Chickamauga Park, Ga., June 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—‘‘Marching Through Georgia,” the 
song which caused a riot between the Geor- 
gia and Michigan soldiers at ‘Tampa, was 
played in concert last night by the bands 
of the First Georgia regiment and the Thir- 
ty-first Michigan at Camp Thomas. Sec- 
tonalism was certainly forgotten by these 
soldiers, some of the extreme north and 
others of the far south. They were all as 
one people, and when the bands played 
“Dixie” the Michiganders yelled their ap- 
plause as heartily as the Georgians cheered 
wihen the strains of “Yankee Doodle’ float- 
ed. Out over the camp. 

The Georgians went over to serenade the 
Miehigan camp, and to show their good 
feeling, the band was instructed to play 
the martial airs that are best loved by the 
men of the north. The Michigan men, not 
to be outdone and in the same spirit of 
good fellowship, played those songs which 
are the dearest music to southern hearts. 
Colonel Lawton, of the Georgia regiment, 
and Colonel Gardner, of the Michigan com- 
mand, sat» together in Colonel Gardner’s 
tent while the bands played on. P 

Music by the Georgians. 

The serenade by the Georgians was given 
by Colonel Lawton to show the northern 
men how much ‘he appreciated the delicate 
feeling that had prompted the officers of 
the northern regiments in ordering their 
men to abstain from doing or saying any- 
thing which might displease the Georgians. 
Colonel Lawton, in some way, heard that 
the commanders of the regiments around 
his camp had instructed their bands not 
to play “‘Marching Through Georgia’’ or 
any music which might give offense to the 
southerners. This order was strictly com- 
plied with, and until last night the bands 
never touched upon a song that was cal- 
culated to sound a note of discord in the 
First brigade. Colonel Lawton was deeply 
moved by the consideration of the com- 
manders in his vicinity, and to prove to 
them that the southern people are not con- 
fined to any narrow groove of sectional sen- 
timent, he assemined the band of the First 
Georgia in front of his camp and ordered 
the musicians to play “Marching Through 
Georgia.’’ This was rendered and was fol- 
lowed by “Yankee Doodle” and “Dixie.” 

After supper the Georgia band, accom- 
panied by the officers of the regiment, 
went over to the Michigan camp and gave 
the serenade. The visitors were well re- 
ceived and were shown every possivie 
eourtesy, 

Colonel Lawton has 
the colonels who cOmmand the regiments 
rear him to instruct their bands to piay 
any tune, and has assured the oticeis 
that the men of his regiment.will not take 
offerse. The news of Colonel Lawton’s 
serenade is all over the park today and 
the officers of the different regiments are 
loud in their praise of the gailant Geor- 
gian who is hroad enOugh to show that, 
however ardent he may be in his love for 
the south, he does not allow himself to be 
controlled by a senseless sectionalism. 

The members of the Georgia camp are 
rejoicing over the promotion or the five 
privates of the First, who have been ap- 
pointed as officers in the new Georgia 
regiment. Colone! Lawton says he regrets 
to lose such good men from the ranks, 
but he beheves they deserve the promo- 
tion tc positions which they are weil 
fitted to fill. The camp here is being rap- 
idly put in fine shape, but it will never be 
as good as that at Camp Northen. 

Pay Day Near at Hand. 

Pay day is fast approaching and the 
Georgians are feeling quite jubilant on 
that account. They have been promised 
that their pay would be given them on the 
arst of next month. trhne Georgia boys 
wiil get nearly two months wages when 
their pay unally arrives. 

Some regiments here from other states 
@re more fortunate than the Georgia regi- 
ment in that their ztute govermments have 
paid them for the t'me they were in ser- 
vice before being mustered into the United 
States service. Ail the New Yorkers are 
geting quite a1 sum 6. money this week 
from this source. 

Over two million doilars will be turned 
loose in this cunm neat week. This im 
mense sum will be} paid out to the soldiers 
where “and though it is a large amount it 
will be spent in a few days. The soldier 
boys are liberal witn their coin and when 
they have money it goes freely and fast. 

The Georgia camp will be the best 
eauipped in the park when Colonel Lawton 
finishes the werk. Colonel Lee, the quar- 
termaster for the army here, says the 
First Georgia is a fine regiment and he is 
sparing nothing that will complete the 
equipment of the command. Colonel Law- 
ton has a way of getting what he wants 
for the regiment and his persistence in 
this direction is having its effect in giving 
the Georgians more conveniences than afe 
enjoyed by some other regiments. 

Recruits for the First Georgia are com- 
ing in quite fast. Colonel Lawton ex- 


pects to soon have the regiment recruited 
to the fuil complement of men. There has 
been a ready response to the call for re- 
cruits, as the boys are anxious to enlist 
in a regiment which is expected to be 
the first to’ the front. The health of the 
Georgia toys is excellent except for vac- 
cinetion and measles. The water here 
is having its effect, which is to knock 
out the men for a few days. After once 
becoming used to the drinking water it 
is said to be healthy. The only cause for 
complaint in the Georgian camp is th 
lack of hospital accommodations and the 
rather rocky camp site of the Third bat- 
talion. - 

The two Georgia batteries of light artil- 
lery are pleased with their new quarters. 
Captain Bradley, of the Atlanta battery, 
and Captain Walker, of the Savannah bat-

MORE TROOPS AT CHICKAMAUGA.

Fifty-two Thousand Soldiers Now in 
Camp There. 

Chickamauga National Military Park, 
Ga., June 24.—The | thermometer reg- 
istered $2 degrees / at the park 
today. This about as high the 
mercury has gone since the summer set in, 
but it was not so noticeable because of the 
continuous presence of a. breeze that waa 
highly refreshing. The command ras 
grown rapidly during the last few days and 
there are now more troops in camp at the 
park than at any time since the -:nobiliza- 
tion of the army began. 

Captain Rockwell, chief of the ordnance 
department, today, after some calculation, 
estimated the number at 52,00. dis rec- 
ords show that he has handed .ut for dis- 
tribution in the command about i7,00 riffes. 
He still lacks 15,000 rifles for the soldiers in 
camp. - 

The number of soldiers is being increased 
on an average of more than a tuousand a 
day by the arrival of recruits. About 1,200 
recruits, representing various states, reach- 
ed the park today and were escorted direct 
to the respective regiments for which they 
were recruited, Among the regiments that 
received recruits today were:

“It is ordered that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to take charge of al! the assets, 
real and personal, partnership and indi- 
vidual, of Moody & Brewster, John T. 
Moody, G. S. Brewster, Moody Loan and 
Banking Company, and Southern Pacific 
Guano Company, including money, choses 
in action and all other assets, and will at 
once demand from each of said parties all 
such assets. 

“9 He is ordered at once to take a full 
and complete inventory of all said assets, 
first of the claimed goods, and then of 
the general stock, keeping a separate in- 
ventory of aji goods which are now claimed 
to be identified, or which may hereafter be 
claimed to be identified under order of 
court, and to hold such identifications now 
made and to be made separate and apart 
from the rest of the stock in his posses- 
sion. all identifications to be made before 
a eale is made, and in no event ljater than 
thirty days from the completion and filing 
of the inventory. Said inventory is to be 
made, but not recorded. 


Bank Made a Party.

Mr. Smyly is a brother- 
in-law of Mr. Moody and it is said that the 
two firms were closely connected. Judge J. 
G. Bloodworth was made the temporary 
receiver. | 

It was ordered by the court that 4a re- 
ceiver be appointed to take charge of all 
assets, real and personal, of Smyly & 
Co., including money. Intervenors claiming 
title of goods now in possession of receiver 
shall have the privilege of either having 
goods sold separately or by receiver and 
allowing the litigants to proceed over the 
fund arising from such or to take the 
goods. and give security. 

“It is ordered that the temporary re- 
straining orders heretofore granted re- 
straining the defendants, F. A. Smyly & 
Co., F. A. Smyly, John T. Moody and G. 
S. Brewster, and their .agents and em- 
ployees, are made permanent.” 

J. G. Bloodworth is made permanent re- 
ceiver. The receiver must give a bond of 
$5,000. The temporary receiver is ordered 
to make returns to the court. 

To Appoint Another Receiver. 

The hearing for the appointment of a 
receiver for the Cotton States Belting and 
Supply Company will be taken up this 
morning. This is another one of the firms 
which it is charged was one of the dum- 
mies of Moody & Brewster. The supply 
company says that the interests in the 
business in the name of Moody is the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Moody and that the failure of 
Mr. Moody has nothing to do with it. 

The receivership will be fought, as Man- 
ager D.sosway says the company is per- 
fectly solvent and can easily show itself so.

INVITED TO GO TO SAVANNAH. 


——— 


The Central Asks the Commissioners 
to Examine Its Terminals There. 


The members of the Georgia railroad com- 
mission have been invited by Vice Presi- 
dent J. M. Egan to go to Savannah and 
inspect the company’s terminals there. A 
question has arisen there over charges for 
hauling coal to the city -water works. 

On coal entering Savannah by rail the 
Central charges $1 for ‘transferring it to 
the water works. That is the regular 
switching charge. When coal afrives by 
vessel and the road has to send a car to 
the wharves to be loaded, it charges the 
regular rates allowed by the commission. 

Dixon & Murphy have a coal] yard on the 
wharves. They get coal from the east by 
vessel, and when they want it delivered 
to the city water works they call on the 
Central. The Central says that is not a 
transfer, but is transportation, and the dis- 
tance being three and a half miles from 
the coal yard to the water works by rail, 
the company charges 17% cents a‘ ton, or 
$3.50 a car, the regular tariff rate.

Walter A. Wood Makes a Strong State- 
ment in Pelice Court. 


TOOK A WILD RIDE IN THE CITY 


When Under Arrest He Said He Came 
Here to Hang Noted Murderer. 


SAYS HE IS A LAWYER FROM CHATTANOOGA 


Told the Recorder That the Governor 


of Zennessee Sent Him Here—It 
a3 Believed He Is Demented. 
YOUNG man, who claimed to an at- 

A torney frcem Chattanooga, stood up in 

‘ the police court yesterday afternoon 
and made the startling announcement that 
he was in atlanta for the purpose of see- 
ing that Flanagan was hanged, and that 
he had been sent on that mission by the 
governor of Tennessee. 

Bicycle Officer Martin was called by a 
hackman yesterday morning to arrest a 
stranger who had ridden over the city for 
two or three hours and refused to pay hack 
hire. The hackman stated that the young 
man kept riding from street to street and 
had declined to get out or name any spe- 
cial destination. When asked for his fare 
he refused to pay and told the negro if he 
didn’t drive up he would get his head 
shot off. 

The officer arrested the young man and 
carried Him to the police barracks. The 
stranger gave his name as Walter A, Wood 
and his home as Chattanooga, Tenn. 

In the police court yesterday afternoon 
the case against Wood was caltled, but 
neither the arresting officer nor the hack- 
man was present, When asked by the rec- 
order why he had been arrested, Wood 
made the following remarkable statement, 
speaking in a clear tone and good diction: 

“I am in this city for the purpose of 
securing testimony to nang the murderer 
Flanagan. I amgan associate in the law 
business in Chattanooga with Colone] Jo- 
seph Cliff and we have been employed by 
Governor Taylor, of Tennessee, to see that 
Flanagan does not escape the gallows. I 
did take a ride in a hack, but the ecxabman 
did not find the house for which I[ was 
looking, therefore I would not pay him. He 
told me he cculd find the place and he did 
not fulfill his part of the contract and I 
was not liable for the debt.” . 

The recorder dismissed the case and 
Wood started from the courtroom. To a 
Constitution reporter he afterwards stated 
that he was here on a secret mission and 
that he did not wish anybody to know that 
he was seeking to have the gallows get 
Flanagan. 

“You see,’’» he said, “I have been sent 
here by the governor &f Tennessee, and he 
would not wish to have me give the whole 
snap away. I suppose you have some curi- 
osity to know why the governor of Tennes- 
see should interest himself in this murder 
case? Well, that’s a great political secret 
and I cannot divulge it. We saw by the 
newspapers that there was some probabil- 
ity of Flanagan getting his sentence com- 
muted to life imprisonment and so we de- 
cided that the time had come to act. Say, 
while I cannot tell you everything, I will 
simply hint to you that Flanagan came 
from my state and his brothers are now re- 
siding there. Just put two and two togeth- 
er and you will get the result. Can't you 
figure it out? Well, I am sorry, but I have 
told you all I can.” 

Wood said he was stopping at the Kim- 
ball and would be glad to have all the 
newspaper men call on him. From the bar- 
racks he said he was going to the office 
of Lawyer Hutchison, whom he expected 
to have a confidential chat with about the 
Flanagan case. 

While Wood was talking to the reporter 
outside the courtroom, Recorder Calhoun 
was holding his court on the inside. Wood 
walked off and it was thought he was 
gone. In a few minutes the recorder looked 
up and saw the young man bvuwing before 
him, 

“What do you want now?” asked Judge 
Calhoun in surprise. 

“Want?” replied Flanagan’s mysterious 
Nemesis, “I want to get out of here. I have 
wandered all around this prison and I can 
find no ouitlet.”’ 

A policeman volunteered to show the 
stranger the stairway leading to the street 
and Wood disappeared and was seen no 
more. 

Wood is a well dressed young man of 
go00d address. Those who saw him in the 
police court believe he is demented.

An appropriation for repairs 
was finally made, however, and several 
weeks ago the work started, but unex- 
pected hindrances have again arisen with 
which the commissioners are pulling their 
hair to know how to dispose of in the best 
way. One gives promise of involving the 
city in a law suit. 

When the bids for repairs to the frame 
work were opened, J. M. Flucker, a local 
contractor, was awarded the contract. He 
immediately bought material and started 
to work, but it was only a few days until 
garnisfments began to appear, it is said, by 
the wholesale, and Flucker found it im- 
practical for him to continue work. He 
his contract, and the 
city found itself not only with an uncom- 
pleted job on its hands, but also confronted 
by the claims of various firms in the city 
for materials furnished Flucker. If settle- 
ments ame not made with these firms, the 
total claims of which will amount to sev- 
eral hundred dollars, they will most likely 
enter suit for their money, it is said. Un- 
fortunately no -bond was required of 
Flucker, and the city is a loser thereby. 

Building Inspector Pittman came to the 
rescue by taking charge of the construc- 
tion, employing a foreman and continuing 
the job as efficiently as possible. The next 
day after Flucker gave up his contract he 
applied ‘at the cyclorama for the position 
of foreman, but was not accommodated. 
It is said that Flucker’s bid was so low 
that it would have been impossible to make 
any money out of the contract. Mr. Pitt- 
man is stil] superintending the work, and 
the new frame work will be completed 
in a short while. The park board author- 
ized the.city attorney and the chairman to 
confer with the firms having claims and 
arrive at some satisfactory adjustment 
if possible. 

Hindrance No. 2. 


The cyclorama at present has very little 
protection from the weather, and this fact 
has been a great source of annoyance to 
Painter O. Pause, who is atiempting to 
make the figures on the canvas recogniza- 
ble. He cannot afford to allow water to 
touch his canvas, and hag adopted extra- 
ordinary methods to keep out the rain dur- 
ing the past week. Several days ago he 
attempted a new experiment which kept 
out the elements well enough, but which 
wrought havoc on his canvas. 

Pause was daubing out the blood-stained 
expression of a dying soldier directly under 
one of the biggest holes in the roof. The 
elements grew dark, and fearing the hole 
above might admit a deluge of water, he 
ordered the carpenters toe pile a lot of 
lumber over the aparture, without observ- 
ing the rotten rafter in the roof, 

Soon there was a terrible crash, and 
amidst the falling debris of lumber and 
roof, the picture was decorated with a 
hole three feet wide and thirty feet.long, 
which completely obliterated three gener- 
als and several ‘hundred privates. 

The qitestion then arose as to who was 
to blame fer the accident. Pause claimed 
he did not know the roof was rotten. The 
commissioners think—at least some of them 
—that he should have displayed better judg- 
ment than to pile heavy lumber over one 
rafter. The matter has resulted in sev- 
eral conferences with the mayor and 
Chairman Haas, of the park board, who 
decided to ailow Pause $125 to patch the 
hote, which. Pause did. 

The question was considered at the meet- 
ing yesterday, and all the commissioners 
decided to concur in this action, with the 
exception of Mr. Wey, who thought Mr. 
Pause was responsible and voted accord- 
infgly. 

Plum for the Best Orator. 

When the repairs on the cyclorama are 
completed a lecturer will have to be en- 
gaged to explain the dieffrent points of in- 
terest of the picture to the public. He 
must be a versatile historian and must have 
a fluent tongue. The remuneration has 
been fixed, and A. M. Cox, C. C. Hay and 
J. L. Mosteller, all well known in the wity, 
have applied for the position, All three say 
they are fully conversant with the history 
of the late war, and can impress it upon 
audiences with-thrilling effect. 

The board has adopted a unique method 
of determining. the best man. On the af- 
ternoon of July 6th, at 4 o'clock, the com- 
missioners Will assemble at the cyclorama 
and hear a lecture from each of the three 
candidates. The once making the best 
impression on the commissioners will be 
given the job. 

No candidate will be allowed to hear the 
others speak, for fear he might ‘‘steal 
their thunder,’”’ as Mr. Haas expressed it, 
and the public will be invited to the exhi- 


bition.
